MADRID. 


Im the middle of the 16th century Madrid 
was nothing bet a small village, surrounded by 
thick woods, with which, at that time, the 
whole of Castile was then covered. {t served 
as a rendezvous for hunters, and was, at times, 
the favorite hunting ground of the gentlemen 
of the Court. The peculiar manner in which 
Spain had been severed and oppressed by the 
Manres rendered it almost impossible to select 
some central point as a Royal residence ; the 
centre of war and of the Royal forces being 
generally selected for that purpose. Since the 
unien of the Kingdom of Castile and Aragon, 
under the Catholic Kings, the Court seemed to 
decide on Toledo for a residence ; but Charies 
V., their successor, resided so little in Spain 
that the decision ef this question was left to 
his son Philippe II. This Prince being fond of 
the chase, selected the little village or town of 
Madrid, which was soon covered with stately 
edifices, and remained ever since, the Capital 
of the Spanish monarchy. 

Madrid is perhaps the must unfortunate se- 
jection fer a Capitol that could have been 
made in Spain, and se completely the freak of 
the monarch that it may well be said, the city 
represents nothing but the Court, and contains 
nothing but persons employed by the govern-

Two things, especially, are wanting to give to 
Madrid the aspect of an European city—the 
relics of antiquity (the city being comparatively 
a work of modern creation) and the display of 
industry or commerce.
